An impression prevails that Japan baa 
allowed some indication of hor inten- 
tions to be conveyed to the ChinuBO 
government, and that Li will como pre- 
pared to accept any terma not utterly 
ruinous or disgraceful. The place of 
meeting will bo Simoneski, instead of 
Hiroshima. Count Ito and Viscount 
Mutuu will be asked to conduct tho ne- 
gotiations on tho part of the Japanese. 
Mr. Foster will accompany the viceroy, 
who, itia reported, wilKhave also the 
BBsiatance of Mr. Pothick, formerly vice 
consul of tho United States. 


The question whether tho proceedings 


at Siinoneaki will modify tho Japanese 
plans to the extent of preventing tho 
capture ot Peking is earnestly dis- 
cussed. So far as can be foreseen, the 
preparations for continuing the war will 
not bo interrupted while the confer- 
ences are in progress. 


Tho two army divisions remaining in 


Japan will soon bo on tUo way to their 
respective fields of duty, one being de- 
stined to Peking and tho other division, 
or a part of it, to Formosa. The Chinese 
are nUo keeping in mind the possible 
necessities of tho future. New guns aro 
daily mounted at tho Tuku forta, the 
number now amounting to 283, und 
fresh linos oE defense :irn constantly ar- 
riving to the environment o£ Peking.

Lottery Business Closed. 


SANTA ROSA, Gal,, March 23.—District 


Attorney Sewoll brought the btteryand 
milling business, which had been thriv- 
ing hero to n considerable extent lately, 
to ti very abrupt end today. Some of 
the clothing merchants have boon sell- 
ing envelopes containing tickets, which 
gave u purchaser a uluvnco in a stmii- 
weokly drawing for a suit of clothes. 
Many suits have been ruffled oil" this 
way, anil other merchants and tailord 
were in danger of having serious inroads 
made in their business. One complained 
to the district attorneyt who, after look- 
ing up the law, advised tho_ oll'icers to 
arroat every person selling tickets or in 
any way promoting lottery or raffling 
business. Thia brought tho business to 
a very sudden termination. The same 
form of gambling haa been carried on 
extensively in other parts of the county.

A. Sloane, candidate for mayor, bad 
offered to back the papor, but no money 
was forthcoming. After losing posses- 
sion the filoane element besieged the 
doors, but was stood ofTwith drawn re- 
volvers. During the melee two men 
got in' the back wav and succeeded in 
breaking cog wheels in the presa and 
otherwise injuring tho machinery, de- 
sisting when compelled with revolvers 
ftt their heada. Eight arrests were made 
and a riot narrowly averted. The Mc- 
Oartbys are now in full control.

Before the order of tho day was taken 
up, 1'rince Von Levetxow arose and re- 
quested tho liouae to formally authorize 
him to congratulate Prince Bismarck on 
its behalf.

tingeiicy that we made tho trustees sub 
ject to three-fourth vote of the stock 
holders. BJJ the terms of the pooling 
trust it requires that proportion of tho 
stockholders to break the tmat or go be 
hind the action of the trustees.

This debt 
was about $05,000, road and bridge 
bonds, with the interest. 
Mtidera's 


share would be one-fifth. 


The opinion of those who have ex- 


amined into the matter is that Madera 
will not have it to pay and that Fresno 
must foot tho bills duo on account of 
roads 
and 
bridges now in Madora 


county. At tho time the county was 
divided, no provision was mado for the 
payment of thosu bonds, ami the omis- 
sion will have the effect of saddling the 
whole dobt on Fresno. 


Tho constitution of tho state of Cali- 


ornia provides that when one county is 
iliirgett or created from th« territory of 
m or more counties, it shalt assume a 
ro rata elmru of tho bonded imlebtcd- 
OHS of tho county or counties from 
Inch it tukett territory, This would 
com plain enough, but tho constitution 
mkes no provision for ascertaining 
hat tho pro rata of indebtedness is. 
hat duty is luft to tho legislature, and 
i this instance the legislature failed to 
o it. Tho usual method ia to appoint 
ommiaaioners to uncurtain that fact; 
lit this was not done. Freano sat idle 
nd allowed Madera not only to take 
lie-fifth of tho land and one-llftli of tho 
opulation, but to leave all of the debts 
or the old county to pay. 


Madera oven wont HO far as to talk of 
uini* Fresno county for its pro rata ol 
IB county property, claiming about 
200,000. But tliia claim never amount- 
id to anything more than talk, und will 
rohauly never be hoard again.

ROUTE OF THE NEW RAILROAD 


We road in the San Francifro impi 


ami othcra, na well, u urcat ilwil 
loose talk about the route which the 
San Francisco and San ,loa<imn Valley 
railroad will lake. We judjiofrom what 
they say that the writers of Ihesu arliclus 
have no mup before them \vhilu they 
write. 


There are hut two general routes that 


c»n he taken by the road to rtMch the 
heart ol the San Joftquin valley. If tho 
termimiB, and the only terminus, of. the 
road ia to be at Mission Fluts in San 
Francisco, the road must run thence 
southerly through San Matuo and Santa 
Clara counties, via San Jose and Gilroy 
(perhaps Hoilister), crossing the coast 
range and coming out on the Sun 
Joftfiuin. valley by the Pacheco or the 
li.tt'ifl'V&ffOi-Ue pass, b"resno is the moat 
northerly of the towns in the valley 
which this road would strike. Merced, 
Stanislaus and Contra CosU would be 
left out entirely. 


While this route is the most direct 


and Bhorteat, the wheat of Fresno, Tu- 
lare, Kioga and Kern counties, if taken 
oat 
this way would 
have 
to 
be 


hauled across the Coaat range, over n 
stretch of heavy grades. From Gilroy, 
or Holliater, to within twenty millea of 
Fresno, tho road would run through a 
comparatively 
unproductive country. 


The advantage of thia route is that it 
landa passengers and freight in the city 
without ferriage. It ulso runs through 
the fertile and populous Santa Clara val- 
ley. 


The other general route ia from any 


suitable point on the south or oaat Bide 
of tho bay of San Francisco—Oakland, 
Martinez or Antioch—directly up tho 
valley, after rounding the bay shore to 
the Straits ot Oarquinez, if Oakland bo 
the atartine point, and passing through 
a corner of Contra Costa and Sail Joa- 
quin counties, and then through the 
heart of Stanislaus, Merced, Fresno, 
Talare or Kings, and Kern counties. If 
a point above Port Ooata be taken for 
the starting point, with a swift steamer 
thence to San Francisco, the com^> my 
would have a very trifling amount ot 
preliminary work, and could build its 
road right up tbe valley almost aa fast 
M a man can walk. It could deliver 
gram aboard ship much cheaper than 
either in Mission Flats or Oakland; for 
ocean gram ships would come tip to the 
terminus and load there aa cheaply aa 
they would load at San Francisco, and 
fifty miles of railroad haul would bo 
saved. 


If tho principlo object of it be to make 


business for San Francisco in drayage 
to the warehouse and back to the ship etc, 
etc., of course, that will be beat accom- 
plished by hauling tho wheat of this val- 


"**" ley ttf Mifltion bay for shipment; but we 


take it that tbe promoters of the new 
road are too broad minded for any nar-

PUBLIC 
CLAMOR AND 


COURTS. 


THE 


The courts frequently have something 


to eay about "public clamor." They do 
not like it. It sometimes disturbs the 
serenity with which they reel oft red 
tape, that, like eternity, apparently has 
neither beginning nor end; and disturb- 
ance ia annoying. It ia not anything 
that can be arrested and jailed for eon- 
tempt, like a discourteous lawyer or an 
editor who has too much to ear?, Bo-It, 
can only be condemned by fulmanationa 
from the bench when occasion occurs. 


The supreme court oi 
•California 


thought it saw an oppq£Einity for such 
condemnation the purer day when it 
rendered a decision confirming the ver- 
dict in the Ciiije of murderer William 
Fredericks, who fatally shot Cashier 
Herrick iii San Francisco in March laet 


*- .Wcause he refused to give up the funds 


of the bank upon the demand of the 
desperado who murdered him. The 
supreme court sustains the decision of 
the lower court, which found.Fredericks |' 
guilty as charged, but in commenting on 
the trial of the case, it takes occasion to 
virtually Bay that it would bave been 
justified in not doing so. In this con- 
nection itsayB; 


"While the period of time, to-wit: 


three days intervening between the ar- 
raignment and the commencement of 
the trial of tbe defendant, might be 
ample in some European countries to 
brine to trial, convict and decapitate 
half ft dozen criminals, yet in this coun- 
try, where judicial tribunals are organ- 
ism upon a different system, and where 
persons charged with crime have more 
rlgLU under the law, we think thia de- 
fendant might well have been allowed 
ten, twenty or even thirty dava for his 
defense. In view of the enormity of tue 
charge against him; in view of the pub- 
lie'clamor that was pursuing him; in 
•vltW of his own poverty and friendli- 
MM, the State could well have afforded 
to concede him such a continuance in 
order that he might bave full opportu- 
nity to make his defense, however weak 
it may have been when made. The 
State would have lost nothing by such a

ntive packing houses in tho different 
districts, conducted by tho growers, will 
not injure the cominiaaion packing linns. 
U ia well known that thorn is a profit of 
$3.20 a ton in packing looao gooda in 50- 
jioundcftHL-a, and $i:i per ton on layera 
when packuil in 20-pound boxes, when 
tho actual cost ia compared with com- 
mission packing charges. As tho uom- 
miaaioii packer ia hero for tho purpose of 
making that profit, and aa tho packing 
of thesu gooda by tho growers will keep 
that prolit from going into tho pockota 
of the commission packers, it seems to 
us that co-operation is bound to do avvuy 
with cominissian packing, providing it 
ia carriod to tho extent that now edema 
probable.

pany, the number of acres mortgaged to 
.ill ol tho different packing companies 
would not osceed seventy curs. This 
estimate ia that vineyards will averagu 
at least a ton of raisins to tho acre. Wo 
believe that tho main reason why grow- 
ers are mortgaging their crops with the 
commission packers is because they are 
not aware thoy can get the money which 
thoy need lit the same or oven lower 
ratea from tho co-operative companies. 
Tho Producers' Raisin Packing Com- 
pany haa already pledged by growers 
us much as any othor packing company. 
But under the co-operative system tho 
grower borrows money from himself by 
being a member of tho co-oporativo 
company, and aa such member atill re- 
tains an interest in the distribution, of 
his goods and does not turn over the 
handling of them to a party who ia hero 
for tho purpose of making a prolit in 
packing the gooda, but packs them him- 
self and thus aavea tho prolit made by 
tho commission packer. 


Wo noto thtil Llio laat uiuuud guutli;- 


man interviewed infers that tho co-op- 
erative companies lack tho necessary 
men with brains to conduct their busi- 
ness. H is thu belief of tho writer that 
among tho growers will be found men 
who are just as competent and as able 
to conduct tlio raisin businosa aa will bo 
found among tho commisaion puckera. 
And take any of the commiHSton pack- 
ers, with one of two exceptions, you 
will llnd that a very few yeara ago thoy 
did not know how ovon a raisin should 
bo packed, and had never sold a carload 
of raisins In thoir livea. It ia high timo 
that tho growor should educate hnnaolf 
ao that ho can conduct his own buatneaa 
and not pay for the (education of others 
to do so. 


\Vo think that tho article, on tho 


whole, ia misleading, as it is very unliko- 
ly that mon will talk in favor ot a move- 
ment, which if ducccaaful, moans tho 
shutting down of thoir packing houses. 
And than again tho insinuating manner 
In which the commission packer speaks 
of having already pledged so many cars 
of raisins might possibly influence (tome 
people to believe thathis brother grower, 
us a rule, is talking co-operation on one 
hand and mortgaging ma crop to the 
commission packer on tho other. It. is 
our'dcairo to enter hero our protest that 
we do not bollovo auoh to bo tho ease. 
While in somo instances it may be true, 
in tho majority of cases it is not. We 
believe that it could bo stated without 
fear of contradiction that tLore are moro 
commission packers aeokinjf to advance 
money to tho eroweru ao as to secure his 
crop than there are growers soliciting 
loans on crops. 


Wo notice this morning a very good 


article by Mr. Jordan, and if every 
grower will carefully consider the various 
points raised by him, which have tune 
and timo again been brought out in dif- 
ferent forms, we bclievu that thoy will 
como to tho conclusion that what he 
suya in true especially in regard to tho 
great saving to the grower by packing 
hia own raiains and doing hia own busi- 
ness. Regarding Iho proposition of cash 
in the aweat box ; at the present date it 
Ls an impossibility to combine all of the 
growers in this valley into a single ns- 
Hociation for tlio pur pone of holding for a 
aet price cash in tho sweat box. And 
the result will ho that if somo hold for a 
fair price cash in tho aweat box others 
will uudersell them ; and then the. party 
Who trios to sustain the market here 
will find that at tho end of the season he 
has IHH raisins on hand. Furthermore, 
with tlie quantity of raiains produced, 
unless some concerted plan of action is 
adopted, the goods cannot be marketed 
to advantage because the consuming 
claaa of the United States are without 
much money and consequently there is 
to some extent an under consumption of 
raisins; and the only way to dispose of 
the bulk of the crop to the advantage of 
the grower is by the most intelligent dis- 
tribution possible.

ious districts will come together and 
organise so aa to be able to pack their 
own gooda and save the immense protit 
which tho commiesioi) puckers make,

DENVER HOTEL BURNING 


SEVERAL FIREMEN THROWN INTO 


A BURNING PIT. 


Pour Known to Have Perished ami 


Three Others Rescued Who 


May Die. 


DK.VVKH, March 24.—Tho St. Jauiea 


hotel, ut Ourtia and Sixteenth streets, 
one of the finest in the city, la burning. 
The lire broke out m the hasoment 
ihortly before midnight, and soon after 
the floor of the rotunda collapsed, let- 
ting the Hamea and amoko into the cor- 
ridors. The fireman seem to have the 
fire under control, although it IB burn- 
ing Btnbbornly. The loaa hna already 
reached $-10,000, and unless soon cx- 
tini;uiahed 
will greatly exceed that 


amount. 


Tue fire started in a room used to 


store old baggage, directly under the 
central rutunUa of the lionsu. While 
the fire was at its height the floor eanlt 
without warning, throwing several men 
into the pit of denne smoke below, at 
leaat two of whom are dead. After the 
flames had been extinguished there the 
body of' Captain Harold W. Hartwell 
of 
hose 
No. 3 was found 
fright- 


fully burned. 
One other 
body too 


badly burned to be id en tilled was also 
found. Three others wera dragged out 
unconscious and are at the hospital, 
where they may die. It is suspected 
that there are still other bodies in the 
debria.

well, captain of Hose Company No. 3; 
Richard Danbrulge, pipeman; Steven
